It is undoubtedly hard on the 
lepers that theirs is a dreaded 
ise Which good. 
id benevolent people prefer not 
to talk about. The result ix that 
one turns with loathing from the 
necessity of exterminating 
leprosy to: much more pleasant 
interests—which get the money 
although their requirements are 
not so urgent. Yet now that it 
is known that leprosy is a 
curable disease, that in its early 
stages it is not contagious au 
that adequate treatment can 
produce a complete cure, 
necessary to discuss the 
calmly and to encourage 
agency which is doing any work, 
no matter how small, to rid man- 
kind of this scourge. Leprost 
is a filthy disease which can 
breed only where conditions are 
insanitary and where the people 
know nothing or little about 
personal hygiene. Now, ‘it is 
beyond the means of any agency 
in China, governmental or 
private, to create immediately. 
sanitary conditions throughout 
the country so that leprosy 
might not spread—there may be 
as many as 1,000,000 lepers in 
this unstatistical land.

“And considering that the pilot by

Tt was not so long ago that one 
guided a boat flying an American 
flag to a safe anchorage just below 
the Gorges, with the added inform:

{in practice the organization is every 
bit as formidable as its name.

It is unionism brought to its highest 
pitch’ and the most amazing truth 
‘about it is that it is found here in 
the interior of China away from the 
larger centres of workers and the 
supposed hotbeds of Bolshevik in- 
uence. 

It is a body of which any Trotsky 
‘could feel proud and it is the 
Jembodiment of a communists’ dream 
of absolutism brought to eart 
Such a hold does it have over busi 
ness and life in Ichang as to cause 
fone foreign resident to remark: 
“The organization is Bolshevism in 
s highest form, When they tell 
you that Communism has been 
riven out of China ask them to 
‘come to Ichang and see it in opers 
tion. ‘There is more Bolshevism in 
China to-day than in 



































+ And one who has seen the system 
fat close hand must agree that there 
is more than a grain of truth in 
such a sweeping statement. 

‘The reason this organization has 
such a hold over affairs on the 
Upper Yangtze ean best be found in 
‘a'list of the bodies which it

According to the Chinese press 
reports, when a _Szeching-bound 
steamer from Sungkiange approached 
a village not far from Szeching on 
‘April 28, those on board were 
met by ‘several refugees from 
the town who said that their native 
place had fallen into the hands of 
a gang of 200 bandits earlier in 
the day and warned them against 
going any further. Accordingly, the 
steamer returned to Sungkiang. 

At the same time, the: district 
overument of Sungkiange also re- 
wived a report from Hsinchang, 























Sueching and requesting the des- 
patch of troops at once to engage| 
the marauders. 


Almost immediately ~ following! 
the receipt of this report, a special 
Yunner arrived from Szeching and 
reported the looting to the district 
magistrate. Two companies of 
and a battalion of troops 
ioned in Sungkiange were quickly 
sent to the town by the magistrate, 
‘and, up to the time the report was 
recived, no further details were 
available regarding subsequent 
events except that the bandits had 
arrived at Szeching from Tsingpu 
and had engaged in an orgy of 
looting for more than four hours.

Fears for Foreigners’ Safety: 
Moscow's Hidden Hand 
Fuow Ov OWN ComnesroNDENT 

Canton, Apr. 26. 

Only a few stepe ahead of the 
‘oncoming Chu Mso vandal, two 
American Catholic fathers got out 
f southern Kinngzi, and guided 
jostly. by 8 postal map have. work- 
éd their way across country, luckily 
xetting through to Canton a few 
days ago without falling into the 
clutches of uny of the many Red or 
robber cliques thatyare usually 
tive in the parts. through which 
they had (o pass. Behind them they 
Jeft_a good number of their co- 
workers, all in grave danger, for 
having ot all there was to get in 
northern I:wangtung, the Chu Mao 
‘army had returned to its old haunts 
in Kinngsi, had taken Sinfeng, and 
was about to fall upon Kanchow. 
In the latter city were left the 
French Bishop Dumand, the Ameri- 
can Bishop O'Shea, seven American 
priests, a Swiss priest, and eight 
American Sisters of Charity. “I 
‘am not worrying about the priests. 
We are here to do our work. If 
we live, we live, and if it comes 
our turn to die, we die. But I hate 
to think of those poor Sisters shut 
up there in Kanchow the awful 
death they may have to die.” ‘These 
were the thoughts of one of those 
who had gotten out in the nick of 
time, 

Three other priests came out of 
Kiangsi just ahead of these two 

‘athers. ‘The five are all that are 
known to have gotten to safety. 
‘All communications cut off, even 
these five are uncertain whether the 
others are to-day dead or alive. It 
all depends upon whether the wave 
of Reds continued on its course, or 
soldiers at the psychological moment 
Jappeared toward off the impending 
blow, for the Cha Mao troops had 
sworn to take Kanchow at all costs, 
And if they did get into Kanchow, 
fone Father assured your corre 
spondent, they are sure to have 
massacred some of the foreigners, 
for several as, for instance, Bishop 
Dumand, over 70 years old, have 
been so'long stationed in Kiangsi 
that they would not retreat for the 
world, 

King Han-ting, Bandit Suppres- 
sion Commander of the Three 
Provinees, Fukien, Kiangsi and 
Kwangtung, decided to fight the 
‘communists over in Fukien at the 
‘moment that the Chu Bao forees in 
southern Kiangst were drawing 
close to Kanchow.

Down 
they came into Kwangtung Prov- 
ince, entering the important town 
of Nanyung. A thousand Whampoa 
‘cadets just up from Canton by way. 
of Shiuchow crossed swords with 
this adversary and had a thousand 
rifles’ taken away for their pains, 
‘The Reds retained the guns, but let 
the soldiers go back to Canton. Ina 
government building a register was 
found which contained the names 
| and addresses of all those who had 
been permitted to keep a rifle of a 
revolver, and so the invaders, mak- 
ing a house to house canvas, know 
just where to find the city's store 
of arms, and got every piece. 


On the morning of April 10, the 
invasion of Kwangtung ceased. By 
that time, the Reds had got all the 
wealth that they could obtain with- 
‘out approaching too closely to SI 
chow where there was a rather 
strong garrison of soldiers, Once 
more they entered Kiangsi, march- 
ing right on towards Kanchow.

police. ‘They came to Hongkong a 
shert while ago by a junk from 
Bias Bay, and apparently fearing 
greest they did not go ashore but 
remained in their boat which was 
eachored in Kovleon Bay on the 
euposite side of the Island. Reeeiv. 
ing information of their + hiding 
Place, the police made a raid, but 
although they were in plain clothes 
cir intentions were suspected and 
ene of the pirates plunged into the 
‘ater. An English policeman fired 
the hope of preventing the others 
from dashing into the water. 
Attracted ‘by the revolver shot 
8 police launch came to the spot, 
and all the five pirates were a 
vested. A search of the junk w 
‘made, though nothing was revealed 
to show the mission of the five men. 
Te is said that evidence of previous, 
pivactes is available as against two 
of the men, and: this will be duly 
brought up at the hearing before the 
magistracy to-day or to-morrow. 
The police are drawing a drag- 
net over all suspected pirates and 
those who took part in previous 
ivages. ‘They gather that another 
piracy is being planned in this 
celony.

CHINESE BENEFACTOR 
TO EDUCATION 


Fung Ping-shan Donor of 
Libraries and Schools 


Among the recent visitors to 
Shanghai was Mr. Fung Ping- 
‘shan, who came from Hongkong, 
Jaccompanied by a Chinese architect, 
Mr. H. 3. Siu, for the purpose of 
[studying libraries and their con- 
‘struction. Mr. Fung, upon the event 
lof his seventieth birthday, celebrat- 
jed the occasion by giving to the 
Hongkong University a gift of 
}$120,000 for the purpose of build- 
jing a library. ‘The building is to be 
for the use of the University 
students and the faculty and for 
the public. Upon the oceasion of 
Mr. Fung’s gift the Governor, Sir 
Cecil Clementi, called at the ‘home 
‘of the donor to commend him for 
his generosity and interest in educa- 
tion. While in Shanghai, Mr. 
Fung made a careful study of 
all the University libraries, the 
Public Library, and the Royal 
JAsiatic Library. He will attempt| 
to combine the best features of all 
the libraries of which he makes a 
study in the new edifice at the 
University in Hongkong. 

Mr. Fung has long been a bene- 
factor in the interests of education 
Jand charitable institutions. At the 
lage of 71 he is still actively inter- 
jested. He is a native of the Sun 
Wui District, Kwong Tung. When

The people did 
ot steal the things, but destroyed 
most of them in their vindictive 
rage, dumping silks and furs into a 
pond and breaking up everything,

‘The mob spirit’ held full sway, 
lasting to the next morning, whea 
the erowd gathered again and pro- 
‘ceeded to loot the rice shops.

containing six men and women was

ARMED BANDS 


Reds Exploiting the Peasants’ 
Woes in Chuki 


Fos Our OWN ConnesroxDeNT 


Shaohsing, Ché., Apr. 29. 

Every county has some well 
known characteristic in this prov- 
ince. The rough ways of the 
Chuki people are now being. ex- 
ploited by the press to account for 
the widespread disturbances of a 
communistic nature over many 
parts of the Chuki county. 

During the past week many 
places report attacks by armed 
bands for the purpose of obtaining 
rice. One large market town about 
20 i from the city of Chuki was 
attacked by a large band styled the 
“Peasant Army”: first they seized 
all the arms of the defenc 
and then demanded the rice sto 
in shops or private houses for their 
followers. It is rather remarkable 
that they are not secking money. 

Many divisions of the county are 
already affected and some report 
that a large number of houses have 
been burned. ‘The rich families who 
have grain stored within their walls 
fare exposed to great danger: in 
fact, a large number of them have 
already left their homes and are 
in hiding. 


There is great interest around 
Fong Chiaow a big market town 
half way between Chuki and Shao- 
hsing ities.

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SHANGHAI MARKET REPORT 


A’Generaily Depressing Picture: Piece Goods Trade Ruined by 
Threats of Warfare and New Taxation 





Apr. 3. 
Ininspiting as have been the re- 
during the past few weeks 
from different sections of the local 
markets, they cannot compare with 
those received this week in their 
tendency to create a feeling of de- 
pression, In no case is there to be 
found even normal activity. ‘The 
approach of May Day possibly had 
an adverse influence on buying 
markets abroad, and if s0, it has 
been fully evident during the past 
week, while a lack of confidence, 
engendered not only by internecine 
strife but almost equally by new 
measures of provincial taxation, has 
brought the cotton piece goods trade 
to ‘an iinenviable position. ‘The 
duties which are being placed on 
piece goods in the province of 
Chikiang have meant that business 
for such places as Hangchow and 
Ningpo is for the moment to all 
intents and purposes at an end. 


PIECE GOODS 


This has been the most gloomy 
week which has been experienced 
for a considerable time in piece 
wogds, and consi 

trade'has been, saying a 
good:deal. For the past few days 
there have been rumours of ine 
creased provincial taxation of goods, 
and in the case of Chékiang the 
etatement is made that the duties 
to be imposed will be prohibitive of 
the import of foreign piece goods. 
It ig said that from the beginning 
of this month a duty of between 
nine mace and one tael per pieco 
on’ all cottons going into Chékiang 
wil be levied, and it will imme 
Ig, be vealized what, this means. 
Yor, the time being it will kill all 
imports of piece goods, and until 
such a duty is substantially modified 
there is no hope of a resumption of 
business. Dealers anticipate that 
other provinces will follow suit in 
imposing fresh provincial duties, all 
of-which will ultfmately have to be 
seduced. 

‘Conditions were undoubtedly bad 
enovgh so long as only the drop 
in exchange and the possibility of 
warfare existed, and Tt was possible 
to carry on the semblance of a small 
trade, Now, however, with these 
new duties, the process of getting 
on with the spring trade seems to 

e come to an end—very much 

lier than should normally have 
Ween! the ease—and the market will 
he in a state of betwixt and between 
seasons until the usual trade de- 
mand-for Blacks presents itselt in 
July. As a result only limited sales 
from stock are reported, Tsingta2 
has shown a restricted inquity for 
Blacks, while as usual Szechuan is 
looking for bargains, but offering 
very, low prices. Clearances have 
been very small.

Running amok with a knife en 
r[May 4, a Chinese within 2 
minute ‘or so managed to stab 


Avs. Cameron, wife of Dr. R. Ey 
Cameron, and 'two French soldiers 
of the 104 Battalion of Colonial 
Infantry before he was seized and 
arrested by Dr. Cameron and 9 
Annamite policeman.

Dr. Cameron drove the ear up 
the road a little way until he found

V—Light Railways and Rowdy 
in Formosa 


‘The system of light railways in 
Formosa is one of the most inter- 
‘esting features of the transportation 
facilities which the island possesses. 
‘The light railways are found in all 
parts of the island, and have nearly’ 
all been built by’ the sugar com- 
panies to bring the sugar cane to 
the mills, and to take the sugar| 
ilway or the seacoast. These 
'y parts of the conmmuniea- 
re of two main kinds, 
‘On the heavier type of narrow gauge| 
railway, engines and sometimes pas- 
senger ‘cars are in use, while on| 
the lightest tracks and’ narrowest 
‘gauge, little trucks mre pushed by! 
coolies, or ave pulled by oxen, 

‘The total mileage of the light 
railways. is at present about, four| 
times that of the Government lines. 
A map of Formosa shots vei 
clearly how well these feeders lead! 
traffic to the main lines. Of the! 
railways owned by the sugar com- 
panies about 200 miles are open 
to the general public, for passengers 
and freight, AN of the push ear| 

are open for passenger| 

and to tho visitor these 
trolley lines are mo doubt. the: 
most remarkable feature of the 
transportation facilities. If one is 
going to visit the mountains in any} 
part of the island, a ride on a 
trolley line ix part of the trip. ‘The 
main line of ethe Government rail- 
runs from the northern to the 
southern end of the island, through| 
the groat western agricultural plain, 
To get into the mountains you will 
probably ride on a trolley for 
Several miles east, until the grade 
becomes too steep.

‘To a person who has lived in 
China, the light railway system in| 
Formosa. seems just the thing, that) 
is needed in many parts. of China. 
Even where the cars are pushed: 

coolies, half a ton or more of 
‘argo can be put on one car, and 
‘moved with great rapidity. | The| 
Hines axe cheaply and roughly con-| 
structed, and ean be removed to| 
make roads or’ improved if it is 
desired to make them permanent. 
The system has done away with 
much of the terrible physical bur- 
dens that are borne by Chinese 
coolies, and great quantities of goods 
can be moved quickly. ‘The travel-| 
Jer enjoys the novelty of this kind 
of travel, and porhaps the excite-| 
ment at times, as well as the rare| 
scenic beauty in many parts of the| 
country. 

‘Thore are a’ good many thousand 
mjles of roads in Taiwan, but most:

‘and blithely looked on with great 
amusement. Nor was he interested 
in my plea that he shoold.intor- 
vene, He was plainly above such 
mandane pursuits as interfering 
tnd after the coolies had satisfied 
themselves he spent a fow moments 
in unserewing a hinge from one 92 
the doors after which he pocketed 
it and walked away.

‘To me the singular part of the 
story was that Thad been on. th 
very boat in question at the time 
the accident is said to have hap- 
pened. I was standing on the after 
dock with several foreign passengers 

ratching the landscape and taking 
in evergthing of interest along the 
way. We all had marine ginsses 
and we missed nothing. 

Personally Iam convinced that 
the alleged accident never took 
place, ax is the captain of the ship. 

Nevertheless. the~relatives have: 
put in a claim against the company 
for $900 for the deceased coolie and 
fa further claim of many thousands 
of dollars is being presented for 
the Jank and its carga. ‘To anyone 
conversant with shipping along tue 
river the story is by no means new 
tnd. few people would doubt the 
aptain’s word that "he ad not 
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Hloned, or any other place. Tt is 
bout another attempt to extort money 
from one of the shipping companies 


‘good motor trips. But most of]

Corpse: How the Coolies 





Terrorize the Shippers

and the coolies will be quieted, with 
no aftermath from the general 
labour union which rales shipping 
on the river with an iron hand. 

‘A feature of this case was 2 let- 
ter from the coolies that unless a 
settlement was made they would 
produce the corpse of the decea 
Tad leave ten the oftee of the 
company with a guard for. it at 
hand until a payment was made, 
Nor was this threat an idle boast 
for T have been told of an affair! 
of several months ago. in which a 
foreign manager of a shipping com 
pany arvived at his office one morn- 
ing’ and found a crowd of coolies on 
the outside and the corpse of one 
fon the inside. Tt was their story 
thay the dead man had been swamp: 
fd by the wash of one of their ships 
and they saw to it that the body 
tayed in the office until a payment 
vwas made. That the foreigner could 
obtain no help. whatever from the 
nuilitary in the,affair is but a side- 
light that every resident up here 
Aceepts as an understood fact with- 
oat need of mention 

‘The case I have quoted is typical 
of many. Lam using it merely be-| 
‘ause [am convinced from personal 
observation of the falsencss of it, 
Dut one could go on indefinitely 
quoting similar happenings, some 
with grounds, many. without, ” but 
All inspired "with the ultimate 
scheme of obtaining money from 
the foreigners by the exercise of 
a little brain. matter. 

Te would seem that the mere fact 
that a foreign shipping compan 
attempts to operate from 1 
would be basis enough for 
labourers here to do everything in 
their power to obtain money from 
it without work of any. kind. In- 
deed, from what I have heard from 
the heads of the three largest for 
eign shipping companies here, 1 
wonder that any of them can make 
money and Iam told, s0f"o voce, 
that they do not: 

To quote one: “The situation is 
such that these people are killing 
the goose that lays the goklen 
eggs for thems. If the thing keeps 
‘ap we shall be forced out of Iehanst 
and then thes will starve, for thet
